ANOTHER TERM 
UP TO QUEZON 


Opinion 
Prevails 
That 
Philippine Leader May 
Run Again 


MANILA — Who 
will, 
succeed \ 


Manuel Lutz Quezon as president 
of 
the 
Commonwealth 
of 
the 
Philippines when his six-year term 
expires Nov. 15, 1941, has become a 
puzzle even to usually well inform­ 
ed observers of the country’s poli­ 
tics. 
The commonwaa’th’s constitution 
forbids a presidential re-election, 
but proposed constitutional amend­ 
ments, to be submitted in June to a 
national plebiscite, include one al­ 
lowing a second term for the chief 
executive 
Just why the amendment on re­ 
election was proposed is easily ex­ 
plained: The overwhelming major­ 
ity of the 98 national assemblymen 
want, Quezon to remain 
in 
Mala- 
canan. 
Fbiradoxically, 
it 
would 
seem. Quezon has repeated'y stated 
publicly he is not a candidate 
for 
re-election. 
Hence, the puzzle. 
On the question of the presiden­ 
cy, one thing is admitted as ax­ 
iomatic; that if Quezon wants to 
succeed himself, he will. Nobody in 
the country' iv considered qualified 
to give him a fight at the polls. The 
loosely organized opposition prob­ 
ably will name a candidate as a 
matter of form. 
Quezon May Reconsider

are 
certain 
informed 
quarters 
which 
do not 
seriously 
regard Quezon’s oft-repeated dis­ 
avowal of intention 
to 
succeed 
himself. These quarters aver that 
en recent occasions Quezon inti­ 
mated he might be obliged under 
certain circumstances to run for a 
second term. These quarters point 
cut that temperamental Don Man­ 
uel. with adequate provocation, has 
many times changed his mind on a 
moment's notice. 
A veteran Nacionalista party man, 
who refused to be quoted, said he 
asked tile president to run for re­ 
election arid the president asked 
if the people would really like him 
to stay in Malacanan 
Informed party men said that if 
the Nacionalista party convention 
should decide to 
launch 
Quezon's 
candidacy, even against his will, he 
would have to be president again 
And it is not unlikely this will hap­ 
pen, party men added 
That is why 
the constitutional ban on re-elec­ 
tion is being removed, they argued 
On the premize that Quezon will 
not be a candidate.
